2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and agreed 
upon by applicant: in Fig. 3, the reference number "17" has been changed to ~ 27 — (referring to 
"pin"). In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above 
agreed upon drawing changes.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The closed reference, Strange (4 9 684 9 310) shows a wheel handling apparatus having a 
truss body (20-23), an axle (13) attached to the truss body, a collar (52) attached to the 
end of the axle, a rotatable plate (60), and a pair of bearings (53,53). However, Strange 
(4,684,3 10) does not show a triangular truss body, a means for locking the attachment 
legs to a machine, an inner barrel fixedly secured to the surface of the triangular truss 
body and further having a plurality of apertures, an outer barrel surrounding the inner 
barrel wherein the outer barrel is freely rotatable and having an aperture, and a plate 
coupled to the outer barrel, and a pin removably inserted through the aperture of the 
outer barrel and through one of the apertures in the inner barrel in combination with 
other structural limitations. 

Okada (5,020,963) (see Examiner's Reference Cited, PTO-892) shows a pair of 
attachment legs (1 1,1 1), a means (12) for locking the attachment to a forklift, a means 
(3,3) for securing a cylindrical object, and a plate (13) to secure the object. However, 
Okada (5,020,963) does not show a triangular truss body, a pair of concealment plates, 
bearing casings, an axle, a collar, inner and outer barrels, and a pin for alignment in 
combination with other structural limitations.
